Each agency was given the opportunity 
to review its listing prior to publication. Only a few did not furnish 
complete information on all items. 

The 1958 Directory was prepared in the Division Of Public Health MethodB, 
Public Health Service, in cooperation with the Children's Bureau and the 
Bureau of Public Assistance, Social Sec\irlty Administration. Five prior 
directories have been issued by the Children's Bureau in the period

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Of the 3^ horaemeiker programs under public auspices ^ 29 are administered 
by departments of public welfare In which both child welfare and public assist- 
ance programs are located. Three programs are administered by public child 
welfare agencies not connected with public assistance; another program is 
sponsored by a juvenile welfare board; and the fifth is sponsored by a public 
health service agency. Of the 29 programs located in departments of welfare, 

20 are administered by the child welfare program, 5 hy public assistance, and 
4 by a combination of the two. 

Type of Service 

Seventy-four agencies provide homemaker service both for families with 
children and for adult families. Included in this count are 25 agencies that 
started service for families with children and at a later date changed their 
policy to include adult families , 

Service only for families with children is the policy for k9 agencies , 

An additional l4 agencies have primary emphasis on families with children, 
with service available to adult families on a limited basis or only during a 
crisis. 


Three agencies offer service for adult families only. Five agencies 
relate their service solely to chronically ill persons — 3 for cancer, 1 for 
tuberculosis, and 1 for long-term patients. 

Of the 93 voluntary family and/or children's service agencies, ^6 
provide homemaker service for families with children and for adult families; 

35 have sole or primary emphasis on families with children; and 2 serve adult 
faanllies only. The other l8 voluntary agencies provide homemaker service as 
follows: 12 for families with children and for adult families, 1 for families 
with children only, 1 for adult families only, and il- for the chronically ill. 
The 3^ public agencies include 6 that provide service for families with chil- 
dren and for adult families, 2J that limit their service to families with 
children, and 1 that serves tuberculosis patients only. 

Homemakers Employed 

The l45 agencies report a total of 1,778 homemakers in their employ, 
either on salary or paid wages only for hours worked. Included are those em- 
ployed full time, part time, or on call. Not all of the homemakers worked 
during the week for which the report was made. 

The range in number of homemakers per agency is from 1 to 131, One- 
thlrd of the agencies have fewer than 4 homemakers. Only 5 agencies report as 
many as 50 homemakers: two public agencies, two voluntary family service 
agencies, and one voluntary health service agency. 

The public agencies employ 34o homemakers. The voluntary family and/or 
children's service agencies reported 1,117 homemakers; the other voluntary 
agencies, 321 homemakers.
